LITERARY  NOTES. 

— Mth.  Margaret  J.  Preston,  who  is 
now  obliged  to  write  by  dictation,  ha* 
been  much  of  ah  invalid  this  summer; 
literally  Las  uot  eaten  a  morsel  of  ftx>d 
for  a  month,  living  only  tin  medicated 
milk.  Yet  she  is  ns  ever  a  busy  w  oman. 
Of  her  two  books  now  in  press  by  Ran¬ 
dolph  Sc,  Co.,  one  is  a  collection  of  the 
religious  poems  which  she  cares  to 
keep,  to  which  she  has  added  a  few 
out  of  two  former  volumes,  jvhich  seem¬ 
ed  out  of  place  among  secular  poetry. 
The  title  of  this  book  is  “  For  Love’s 
Sake.”  The  other  book,  “A  Handful 
of  Monographs’,”  is  simply  a  collection 
of  little  foreign  “  thumb-nail  sketches.’’ 
Mrs.  Preston  misses  her. friend  Havne 
exceedingly :  he  was  a  eoitstant  corres¬ 
pondent,  and  did  not  grudge  letters 
that  would  run  sometimes  to  the  length 
of  thirty  six  pages.  Her  two  only 
children,  sons,  one  a  physician,  the 
other  a  lawyer,  have  both  settled  in 
Baltimore,  ami  her  husband  ;.nd  her¬ 
self  are  now  alone.

Frances  Hodgson 
Burnett, ’the  author,  was  uot  satisfied 
to  tread  the  lieaten  path  hollowed  out 
by  those  who  make  a  busiuess  of  writ¬ 
ing  tales  for  cliihlren,  and  the  result 
of  her  ambition  is  so  gratifying  that 
perhaps  others  may  be  induced  to  get 
out  of  the  rut  ami  roam  through  pas¬ 
tures  new.  Little  Lord  Fauntleroy 
was  an  American  boy,  ■supported  in 
very  moderate  circuuinstances  by  a 
young  but  widowed  mother.  His 
father  was  the  son  of  an  English  Ear], 
who  hail  disinherited  him  for  marrying 
beneath  his  station.  At  the  opening 
of  the  story  the  old  Earl  had  just  sent 
for  hi^  intie  grandson  to  come  and  join 
him  across  the  water,  and  take  his 
only  life,  place  as  heir  of  the  estate.  He  per-

r  It  is  a  i>ainful  truth  that  although, 

in  “Ten  Dollars  Enough,”  (Houghton 
Miffiin  A  Co.,)  Catherine  Owen  has 
written  a  book  clear,  clever,  and  almost 
convincing,  to  show  how  one  may  ac 
eomplish  keeping  house  well  on  ten 
dollars  a  week,  and  showing  how  it 
has  been  dofie  and  how  it  may  be  done 
again,  tbe  awful  fact  still  remains  that 
ten  dollars  is  by  no  means  enough,  as 
many  and  many  an  impeunious  young 
couple  has  sorrowfully  proved.  Never¬ 
theless  we  do  not  remember  ever  be¬ 
fore  to  have  seen  a  book  which  could 
bring  the  young  housekeeper  so  near 
to  it  as  this  especial  volume.  It  is 
eminently  practical;  its  recipes  are 
good,  and  the  directions  are  every¬ 
where  so  minute  and  simple  that  there 
is  no  excuse  for  any  error  in  following 
them.  Beginners  at  housekeeping 
will  find  the  volume  both  interesting 
and  helpful,  and  that,  too,  in  no  ordin¬ 
ary  degree. 

— Young  people  of  both  sexes,  espec¬ 
ially  those  of  any  musical  taste  and 
talent,  ought  to  be  interested  in  Mrs. 
Lucy  C.  Lillie’s  Story  of  Music  and 
Musicians ,  (Harper’s  Bros.,)  which  is 
a  fairly  successful  attempt  to  sketch  in 
outline  iu  a  popular  and  simple  way 
the  general  development  of  musical 
ari,  with  attention  to  the  history  of  in¬ 
struments  on  the  one  hand  andl  the  bi¬ 
ography  of  eminent  performers  on  the 
other.  The  modern  part  of  the  subject 
however,  absorlis  most  of  the  space, 
the  book  beginning  with  Handel  and 
Bach  anti  Mozart  and  Beethoven. 
There  is  one  chapter  of  the  Early  Ec- 
lesiastical  Composers,  one  on  the  Or¬ 
chestra,  and  one  on  the  Ojiera,  and  one 
one  of  practical  suggestions  to  students.

First  Singing  of  “  Home  Sweet 
Home.” 

Rerbaps  the  most  thrilling  quarter 
of  an  hour  of  Jbhfl  Seward  Payne’s 
life  was  that  when  Jlmuy  Lind  sang 
“  Home,  Sweet  Home,”  to  him.  The 
occasion  was  the  Jenny  Lind  concert 
in  Washington,  the  night  of  December 
17th,  1850.  The  assembly  was,  per¬ 
haps,  the  most  distinguished  ever  seen 
in  a  concert  rpom  in  this  country.  The 
immense  National  Hall,  hastily  con¬ 
structed  for  the  occasion  on  the  ruins 
of  the  burned  National  Theatre,  was 
filled  to  overflowing.  Among  the  not 
ables  present  and  occupying  front 
seats  were  President  Fillmore,  Daniel 
Webstar,  Henry  Clay,  General  Scott, 
and  John  Howard  Pavue.  Jenny 
Lind  openedi  with  the  “Casta  t)iva,” 
and  followed  with  the  “  Flute  Song” 
\n  which  her  voice  contested  rivalry 
for  purity  and  sweetness  with  a  flute 
in  the  duet,)  then  the  famous  “  Bird 
Song,”  and  next  on  her  programme 
the  “Greeting  to  America.”  All  the 
pieces  were  applauded  apparently  to 
the  full  capacity  of  an  enthusiastic  au¬ 
dience,  and  Mr.  Webster,  who  was  in 
his  most  genial  afterdinner* mood,  em¬ 
phasized  the  plaudit  by  rising  from 
his  seat  and  making  Jenny  a  profound 
bow,  as  if  responding  for  the  country 
to  her  “Greeting.”  But  when  the 
“Swedish  Nightingale”  answered  tha. 
encore  by  turning  in  the  direction  of 
John  Howard  Payne  and  giving  “Home 
Sweet  Home,”  with  all  the  wonderful 
tenderness,  purity,  and  simplicity  fit 
ting  both  the  words  and  air  of  the  im¬ 
mortal  song,  the  difference  was  at  once 
seen  between  the  mechanical  applause 
called  out  by  a  display  of  fine  vocaliza¬ 
tion,  and  that  elicited  by  the  “  touch 
of  uature  that  makes  the  whole  world 
kin.”  Before  the  first  line  of  the  song 
was  completed  the  audience  was  fairly 
“off  its  feet,”  and  could  scarcely  wait 


for  a  pause  to  give  expreanou  to  its 
•utliuxixsuj.  People  ordinarily  at  the 
undecnuiiatrati  v  e  »  at  clapped,  stamped 
and  shouted  a a  if  they  were  mad,  and 
it  aeetned  a*  if  there  would  be  no  end 
to  the  uproar.  Meantime  all  eyes  were 
turned  upon  Payne,  a  small  sizr*l,  ele¬ 
gantly  moulded,  gray  haired  gentle¬ 
man,  who  blushed  violently  at  findin; 
himself  the  centre  of  so  many  glanoea.
